This son of Disgui.se II. did not race until a 
three-year-old. As a yearling he was shipi>e<l to 
Englaiul by his breialer. the late James K. Keene, 
but was taken sick there and turned a roarer, lie 
was said to have been one of the most highly tried 
yearlings ever sent to England by tliat turfman. 
Trainer Jame.s Itowe told T'igne not long siis-e that 
be was one of the most promising youngsters he ever 
had in his care. 

lie gels his blaik color from his grandsire, the 
mighty Domino, and when running at full sjieed 
shows the same greyhound stride as that famous 
horse. Seneca’s dam, Swiftfisit. is a imlf-sister 
to Hamburg and, as their dam. Lady Heel, is out 
of Mannie Gray, Seneca is .strongly inbred to the 
Galloimde famil.v. 

C. Ituxton, who has the call on the services of 
the aidireutice rider T. Hayes, is mucli pleased with 
the lad’s work so far and thinks he is the making 
of a crack jockey in time. Ha.ves r.ule his tirst 
wimier at Juarez when he jiiloted Scallywag to 
victory in a mile race and this year will no doubt 
get many mounts here. Hayes rinle his first win- 
ner in ('anada last summer and. as a consequence, 
his apprenticeship has about six mouths yet to 
run. He is a son of the well-known trainer M. 
Ha.ves and his father has never signed a contract 
with anyone for the lad’s services. The promising 
young jockey was bom at Oakland.

Buxton, the 
owner and trainer who has Hayes in charge, is a 
brother to tlio skillful jockey M. Buxton, and he 
expects the latter to come here and ride early dur- 
ing the present month.

If in 1915 the general range of the sport ran along in about the 
same gr*xwe as the year before, it was likewise marking time while m*-asures having in view the further 
future advancement of the great sport were under consideration. The effect will be seen in 191G, when the

SISTERS WHICH WERE GREAT RACERS. 



There have been some brilliant performers amon? 
the tillies of the last thirt.y years. Among the good 
ones may be inelmled the sisters Memoir and La 
Flecln-, h.c St. Simon — -(jniver, and both bred at the 
royal stud at Hampton Court, long since done awa.y 
with, but happily replaced by the similar but private 
estaldishmeul at Sandringham. Both were sold as 
yearlings, one to the Duke of Dortland, who owned 
the sire, the other to Baron de Hirseh. Memoir ran 
three times as a two-year-old before earning brack- 
ets, but finished up well by winning in succession 
the Bradford Plate at Leicester and tbe Zetland and 
ITendergast Stakes at Newmarket, without, how- 
ever, leaving the impression of being anything out 
of tlie common. Next year she did much better, 
and after running second to her stable comi>anion. 
Semolina, with which the duke declared to win the 
One Thousand Guineas, she won the Newmarket 
Stakes, l>eating Blue Greeu and Lc Nord, and then 
the Oaks from Signorina, with Semolina unplaced, 
thus turning the One Thousand form upside down. 
At Ascot the erratic Surefoot beat her comfortably 
in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes, but an easy task 
awaited her with nothing better than Star to l>eat 
in the Nassau at Goodwood, and at her next ap|)eav- 
anc(‘ she easily accounted for the St. l>eger. Am- 
phioii was too g<x)d for her in the I.ancashire Plate 
at Manchester and again in the Champion Stakes at 
Newmarket, where a success in the Oaks did not 
count for much, and the .Tuly Cup was her only win- 
ning hit as a four-year-old. This was a great record, 
but Memoir was not so gootl a race horse as I.i 
Fleche, which as a yearling fetched the huge jiri-re 
of 5,.'»()0 guineas, being knocked down to Lord Mar- 
cus Beresford. As a two-year-(dd I.a Fleche, trained 
at Kingsclere, was undefeated, winning the Chester- 
field Stakes at Newmarket, the Lavant and Mole- 
comb Stakes at Goinlwood and finally the Cham- 
l>agne Stakes at Doncaster, and among her victims 
in these races were the prospective winners of the 
Two Thousand Guineas (Boiiavista) and the Derby 
(Sir Hugo). 

In the following year she ran nine times and 
was only beaten once, namely, by the 40 to 1 chance. 
Sir Hugo, for the Blue Riband. Meanwhile she had 
won the One Thousand Guineas easily from The 
Smew, but when tihe.v met again it was only by the 
shortest of heads she beat Mr. A. James’ filly. 
After that it was all plain sailing, as she won the 
Nassau Stakes and revenged herself on Sir Hugo 
by easily Ix'ating bim in the St. Leger. Although 
her senior by a year Orveito had no chance with La 
Fleche for the Lancashire Plate, nor could Dunure 
make her gallop in a single-handed l)out for the 
(!rand Duke Michael Stakes' and following a “bene- 
fit” in the Newmarket Oaks came her crowning 
effort in the Cambridgeshire, for which she started 
favorite in a field of thirty, and carrying 122 pounds 
:ic<initted herself of a fine performance by giving 
thirty-four i>ounds and an easy beating to Pensioner. 
This was a fitting wiud-up to a splendid season, 
blotted only by her fluky defeat at Epsom. Then 
came her removal with Baron do Hirsch’s horses 
to Egerton House, and a next appearance in the 
Eclipse Stakes, when she was beaten by Orme, a 
former stable companion, and MtKlicis, and the form 
was confirmed when the Duke of Westminster’s 
giKKl horse gave her seven pounds and a neck beating 
at Goo<lwo(>d. She could only get a third to R.ie- 
biirn and Isinglass for the Lancashire Plate, 
but won the Lowther Stakes at the Second 



October meeting and was then unplaced under 
l.‘!3 iwunds for the Cambridgeshire, but 
made amends by winning the Liverpool Cup under 
l."54 pounds in fine style. Her last race that season 
was run through a sea of mud on the Old Traffoixl 
course, when she was unplaced when giving thirty- 
two [HJiinds to Golden Drop, for the Manchester No- 
vember Handicap. She ran four times as a flve- 
.vear-old, and won the Ascot Cup in hollow fashion 
"from the French mare, Callistrate, and the Cham- 
pion Stakes from Ravensbury, but Sir C. D. Rose’s 
horse beat her for the Hardwicke Stakes, when odds 
of 5 to i were laid on the mare. She was a strong 
favorite for the Prince Edward Handicap, but could 
only get fourth in a ti"ht finish with Clwyd, Wor- 
cester and Seinpronius. In spite of ner many fine 
racing points Le Fleche was not a handsome mare 
in appearance, and unless trained as “thiu as a her- 
ring” she never ran up to her true form, but she 
was a sterling bit of stuff and of far beyond aver- 
age class. It is strange that two such mares as 
Memoir and I-<a Fleche should have been failures at 
the stud. The former went to Welbeck and never 
produced a race horse of any note, besides which 
she was seven times barren. She died in foaling 
seven years ago. La Fleche (in foal to Morion) was 
sold in somewhat sensational circumstances to Sir 
Tatton Sykes for 12,(i00 guineas, after the death of 
Baron de Hirseh, and was then nine times barren. 
Once she produced dead twins and twice was not 
covered, but some of her yearlings fetched ex- 
travagant prices, while the only one that ever 
€-amed high distinction on a race course was John 
O'Gaunt. — “Vigilant” in London Sportsman. 

LEADING SIRES OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

It is interesting to note that the stallion Wtxfl 
Winder was an easy first in Austria-Hungary in the 
P.lL") racing season, twelve of his get havlng_wou 
twenty-seven races worth, roughly, about 13,.">00 
]iounds. His stock have only been running for three 
seasons in the land of his exile, for the St. Leger 
winner was only sold by Colonel Baird in IDOO. 
Like Polymelus. the chief winning stallion in this 
countr.v. Wool Winder is a tail-male descendant of 
Bend Oi'. I’olymelus goes back to the 1H.S0 Derby 
winner via Cyllene and Bona Vista, whereas Wool 
Winder is a remove nearer to Bend Or, being by 
the latter’s sou Martagon. In addition to Wool 
Winder, there is another Martagon horse in the 
.Austrian winning sire list in Sorrento, which stands 
eighth. Sorrento, like Wool Winder, Wuff.v, Bal- 
sarroch and other sons of Martagon, was a good 
stayer, and won the Hungarian St. Leger. Se<'ond 
to "W(K)1 Winder among the winning sires out there 
is Falb. which, according to “Deutscher Sport,” 
met with a mishap recently and was destroyed. 
Falb was by the imitorted English horse Matchbbox 
(the chief rival of I.,adas in the latter’s three-year- 
<dd season) out of a daughter of 'rhe Palmer, and In 
the course of eleven seasons his stock won over 
o(K> races of the aggregate value of about 117,000 
pounds. Several other English-bred stallions !)♦•- 
sides Wool Winder are prominent in the winning 
list. Gascony, for instance, comes third with about 
(i..S()() pounds to his creilit. Although not a great 
race horse. Gascony won some good races here 1 h>- 
fore be was sent abroad, and be is a beautifully- 
bred one, being by Kendal out of Gas. He was the 
first foal of his dam. which subsequently produced 
Valve, and a greater still in the Derby winner, 
Cicero. Sundrl<lge crops up among the leaders in 
Austria, finishing seventh, and Rising Glass and 
Slieve Galliou are tenth and eleventh. Rising 
(Jlass’ six winners of eight races won among them 
just over 4,0()(» ismiids, and this much-travelled son 
of Isinglass should come in for attention on the part 
of iireeilers next season in Ireland. Other English 
horses in the first sevent(H‘ii are Raeburn and Womb- 
well. The former’s comparativel.v low place (fif- 
teenth) compared with the time when only a few 
seasons ago he headetl the list, thanks to Rascal, 
liis champion .sou, must be put down to increasing 
years, for he will l>e tweut.v-six January 1. Womb- 
well. which, like Raeburn, is one of the Duke of 
I’ortland's breeding, stands seventeenth. — London 
■Sportsman.

Ill tlif racing of 1915 the number of selling races 
run in the United States, t'anaUa and at Jiiarer. 
and Havana was 3.9S4, of which the winners of 2t»l 
rapes were bid up for an aggregate of $117,075. In 
1914 the comparative tigiires were races and 
$111.0b5. in the way af a coincidence, the running 
of the Frank Fehr Stakes at the Churchill Downs 
spring meeting brought about the largest runup of 
both 1914 and 1915. In 1914 Winning Witch was hid 
up $1,405 and in 1915 Goldcrest Boy was advanced 
$l,.50.'i over his entered selling price. Other horses 
sharply bid up after winning were Montresor, $1,205, 
and Roly, $1,005, at Laurel; Bars and Stars, $1,305, 
and Star Jasmine. $1,005, at Latonia; Success. 
$1..'>00. at Saratoga; Old Ben, $1,305. at Churchill 
Itowns; Bayberry Candle. Bonanza and lattle Father. 
$1,00.5 each, at Douglas Park; Thornhill, $1,205, and 
Etruscan, $1,005, at the Ihdmont Park Empire City 
meeting; and Broom Flower, $1,205, at Le.yington. 
Tliirteen meetings passeil at which there was not a 
single cas<> of bidding up. The activities of certain 
men at the Laurel meeting made It the leader in 
iiiinniber of cases of bidding up and aggregate of 
money involveil. The greatest total of runup money 
in 1914 was $17,910 at Charleston, while the I.s\un‘l 
total of 1915 was $20.1fi5. The horses bid up in the 
course of tlie year, with the amounts and other par- 
ticulars. are as follows:
